Bat che story is to'd with less 
force th:n it hes often been before, whe: the more ordinary render- 
ing was adopted of Iehmeel fainting, with Hegar bendiog in an 
agony over him. Near to this plotare bangs Mr. Leightons very 
pretty sentimental work ot the ‘ Painter's Honeymoon,”—« fair 
beauty leaning lovingly over an artist at bis work; aud a fall-lengih 
portrait by the same artisi of Mra. James Gathrie. 

Mr. Armitage is one of the few painters who represent the severe 
form of religioas art with anything like adequate power. His pic- 
tare of © The Remorse of Judas" (No. 10) is distinguished by mach 
grandeur of style in the figures, which are above life-size, aud Ф 
fine expression in the heads. The figure of Judas, with а counte- 
pance torn with frantic deaps‘r and sall-abhorrenoe, is very power- 
fully painted, and the three Jews, one of whom lifts his hand sud 
spurns his offer of tke шол зу, sra fall of ohsraoter, end in all teob- 
nical respeots well painted.

Tie Oourt of Exchequer Chamber has confirmed the unanimous 
decision of the fifteen jadges on tha оме of Oharlotte Wingor—s 
osse which notably illustrates a weak point in our system of trial 
by jury. This notorious person, whore crimes would entitle her to 
rank in infamy with Losusts or Tophania, but that her victims 
were infants of humble parentage, is now left a third time for exe- 
oution. She was first tried at Exeter in March of last year, together 
witha woman named Harris, before Mr. Baron Ohannell, and the 
ciroumstances of this trial have been the origin of all the subse- 
quent proceedings. It appears that it began on Friday mornirg 
and lasted until seven o'clook on Saturday evening. The jary, 
having been charged by the jndge, then retired, and were locked 
ap until near midnight At lest Baron Ohannell sent for them, and, 
finding there was no prcszect of obtaiaing а verdict, discharged 
them at onoe, but ordered the prisoners to be kept in custody until 
the next aesízos. The motive for doing so was, no doubt, one of con- 
ventence, the next day being Sunday, all the other business at Exeter 
having bsen completed, and the judge being expeofed at Bodmin. A6- 
ocrdingly tho two prisoners wero tried again before Mr. Jagtios К eat- 
ing, at the Summer Assizes, on the ?8;h of Jaly, when Haffis, being 
admitted ва Qacen’s evidenos, gave testimony which led to Vinsor'e 
conviction. Winsor was therenpon sentenced to be hanged ; the 
sonffold was already erected, the grave was dug, and Oaloraft was 
in the gaol, треп, on the very evening before the day for the 
execution, & reprieve, founded on writ of error, was received by 
the authorities. The writ alleged, in effect, that, having once 
been tried for her life, the prisoner ould not again be put in peril 
on the same charge, and, morever, that Harris ought to have been 
acquitted bufore she could be admitted as а witness. These ob- 
je. tons had been raised before Mr. Jastice Keatiog and overruled 
by him, but they were considered sufficient to justify a reconside- 
ration of the whole question by the Uourt of Queen's Bench. It 
was argued in due course before the Lord Ohlef Jastice and three 
otber jadges, who were all of opinion that the conviction wes good. 
The prisoner was remanded to Exeter, and the execution would 
have taken place forthwith, but Bir George Grey, still 
entertaining scruples about the disoreiion exercised by Mr. 
Baron Ohannell, requested the whole body of judges to 
meet and discuss the matter. The result was that all expressed 
tueir concurcence with tho jadgment of the Queen's Baach, and 
this timo it seemed tnat nothing could rescue Wiasor from the fate 
she deserved во richly. “A oertain Monday was fixed for the 
exeoution, and on Saturday night Caloraft was in Exeter Geol, 
the grave was again dag, and the scaffold а second time erected, 
when another respite was reosived.” Tne Attorney-General had 
been induced to issue his fist remitting the oase to the Oourt of 
Exchequer Ohember, end this court has fiually pronounced 
agsins; the prisoner's appeal. Charlotte Winsor is, therfore, 
again consigned to the custody of the sheriff of Devonshire, and 
left without hope of meroy іа this world. Never, іп the annals 
of murder, did a buman teing show а more hideous pervorsion 
of all human feelings. A woman of middle sge regularly tasing

beyond the pale of compassion. БИШ, after all that has passed, 
we shall not be surprised to hear thet her Majesty has been 
advized to commute the oapitel sentence upon Charlotte Winsor. 
When once а prisoner has been reepited—atill more, whom eze- 
cntion has been deferred fora whole year, а consideration which 
it is not easy to analyse intervenes to make the fnfliction of the 
death penalty en act of doubtful policy. It is по; exaotly pity 
for the culprit, or а belief that jastios nss been adequately vin- 
dioated by tho torture of suspense, but rather а ounsciousness 
that o»pital punishment would no longer have an exemplary or 


salutary effeot.

originated in a suggestion ia the will of Bir Ha: a siosne (1'od 1753), 
offering his collection to parliament for £20 000, it baving ovs: hom 
£50,000. ‘The сог was accepted ; and by an Act (26:0 Gaorge 11) 
were purchased all Bir Hans Blosne'e library of booke, drawings, 
manugcripte, printe, medals, seals, cameos, jasper, crystals, matke- 
ma‘ical ivstruments, pictures, &» Ву the same A-t wes bougbt, 
for £10 000, the Harleian Library of MB3. (atout 7,600 volumes of 
roll», charters, &o); to which were added the Oottonian Library of 
М83., and the iibrary of Mejor Arthur Edwards. By tho same Aot 
alo was raised by lottery £102,000, out cf which the Sloane snd 
Harleian collections were p*id for; £10,250 to Lord Halifax ior 
Montague House, and £12 878 for ite repsire; а fund being set 
apart jor the psyment of isxeg ard salaries oi offloers. "Trustees 
were elected from persons of rank, station, and literary attainmenta ; 
aod the institution was named the B:itish Museum. There bad 
also been offered Baokingham Hoare, with the garden sni field, 
for £30 000 ; and at one time it was proposed to deposit the museum 
in Old Palace-yeró, in the place desigced by Kent for new houses 
of parliament. To Montague House were remove? the Harleian 
collection of MSS. in 1755; other collections in 1756; and the 
museum was opened to tbe publio January 15, 1759 

The new museum, courtyard, and стопи йз, ucoupy seven acres. 
The buildings were commenced in 1823 from the designs of Sir 
Robert Smirke, R.A., succeeded їп 1846 oy his brother, Mr. Sydney 
Bmirke, A.B.A ; old Moatsgue Houses being removed plecemea! ag 
the new buildirgs progressed, so thst the museum was not closed 
for the rebuilding. The plan oconelats of а courtyard, flanked e.st 
and west with the official apartments. The main buildioge form а 

usdravgle, enclosing the ground of the gardens of Montague 
‘Doses; and with its Ionio portiooes and stately window», having 
a solemn sir in the midst of the busy hive of London. The arch:- 
ieoture throughout the exterior is Grecisr-lonio. The southern 
facade consists of the great entrance porifoo, eight oolumns in width, 
and two intercolomnistions in projection; on either side is sn ad- 
veancing wing: entire front 370 feet, surrounded by a colonnade of 
forty-four columns, five feet si their lower diameter, and forty-five 
feet high; height of colonnade from the pavement sixty-four and a 
half feet. At the foot of the portico are twelve stone stope, 120 feet 
ia width, terminating with pedestals for colossal groups of sculpture. 
Since the days of Trajan or Hadrian, no such stones have been 
used ag those recently employed at the British Museum, where 800 
stones, {rom five to nine tons weight, form the front. Even Bi 
Paul's contains no &pproaoh to these magniiudes. The ty opanum 
of the pediment is enriched with а group allegorioal of the “ pro- 
arose of civilization," and thus desoribed by the soulptor, Sir 
Richard Westmacott, RA :— 

* Commencing at the wes'ern eod cr angle of the pediment, Man 
is represented emerging from a rude savage state through the in- 
flaence of religion. He is next personified as a hunter and Шек of 
the earth, and labouring for his eubelstence. Patriarchal барина 
then becomes invaded, and the worship of the true God defiled. 
Pagenism prevails, and becomes diffased by means о! the arts. The 
worship ot the heavenly bodies, «nd their supposed influence, led 
the Egyptiane, Onaldeans, and other nations to study astronomy, 
D mei by the centre siatue—the key-stone to the composition. 

ivilization is now presumed to have made considerable progress. 
Descending towards the eastern angle of the pediment is mathe- 
matios, in allusion to science being now pursued oa known sound 
principles. The drame, poetry, aud musio balance the group of 
the fice arts on the westera side, the whole composition terminatiag 
with natural history, in which euch objects or specimens only are 
represented as could be made most etisotive in sculpture.” The 
erosodile is emblematic of the cruelty of man in gavage life, the 
tortoise of his slow progres to civilization. ‘Che figure of astronomy 
is twelve feet high, and weighs between sevon and eight tons. The 
geveral figures = executed in Portland stone, and the decorative 
are gilt. 

As you stend beneath the portico, the ¢ffoot is truly majestic, and 
you are impressed with the feeling that this is a noble inetitation 
of & great country.

GABDENING OPEBATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 

FLOWER GanpkN.—Piok ont annasle, such as German seters, 
stocks, Хо. Divide and transplant hepatioas ; tie up pagoniss and 
pinks; continue to put in cuttings of pansies; also cuttings of 
phlexas, abyssum, arabis, and the yellow and red wa!lflowers in а 
mild frame heat, in smali pots. Take up crocuses and other early 
flowering bulbs ав goon as the leaves dry off. Divide polyanthuses, 
and plant them in а cool shady place. 'l'op-drees standard and 
dwarf roses with good rotten manure. Commence planting the 
general bedding stock should the present favourable weather 
continue. 5 

Kircukw GAxpen,—Thin out seedling crops. Bow broccoli, 
osuliflower, and spinach. Plent and earth up cabbage and other 
greens Prick out celery plents ; sow leeks for winter use; trans- 
plent autumn-sown onions, but do not cover the bulbs Ont off all 
blossom shoots of rhuberb sud seskale; plant vegetable marrows 
on dung ridges; and plant capsioums on а warm border. Tain out 
beet a foot apart. Ooossionslly stop the shoots of oncumbers in 
frames. Make another sowing of dwart kidney beans in rews two 
feet and & belf apart. 

Fruit GARDEN. —Thin away weak shoots of fige Continue to 
disbud wall trece, leaving, however, for the present, any shoots the 
leaves of which shelter fruit. Hoe between strawberries, and mulch 
the surface with any short litter.
